The second defendant, 27- 
year-old Mahmoud al-Khalidi, whose 
passport was also used by the 
‘Vienna operation terrorists, was 
said to be a member of the Saeka 
terrorist group. 

The third defendant, a 30-year- 
old ex-Palestinian named Mohamed 
Ayoub, was charged in absentia with 
falsifying the two which 
he somehow obtained from the two 
Lebanese, police sources said.

Countess says Schoenau 
deserves better fate 


VIENNA, (UPI). — Countess Alex- 
andrine Happack, the owner of 
Schoenau castle, dislikes the publi- 
elty the Jewish transit camp there 
is getting because she thinks it 
deserves “a better fate.” 

“After all, we had such famous 
guests as Baron Rothschild and 
Prince Sadruddin Aga ‘Khan," she 
sald in an interview. “It would be 
ἃ pity if the castle should now re- 
main deserted and Ill-fated as a 
result of all these depressing 
events." 

Countess Happack, a 57-year-old 
widow, refused ‘to elaborate on the 
rent she gets from the Jewish 
Agency that operates the translit 
camp for Jewish emigrants from 
the Soviet Union. 

“First of aH I did not rent it to 
the Jewish Agency but to Mr. Au- 
gust Van Hoolwerff, a Dutchman 
who sub-rented it to the Agency,” 
‘the Countess sald. “I am not golng 
to speak about money. I can only 
tell you that Mr, Hoolwerff gets 
four times as much from the Jew- 
ish Agency as he pays me.”. 

Countess Happack said she has 
not yet been informed about the 
fate of her castle. 


“I don't mow what 1s going to 
happen but I guess lf the Austrian 
government insists on closing it 
down for the Jewish emigrants ft 
will have to be done,” she sald. 
“I only regret that the name of my 
castle will then have a bad reputa- 
tlon all over the world — although 
I have nothing to do with the de- 
elsion,""

“I am presently preparing to re- 
movate a better villa in the castle 
area for me but T don't know what 
the future will bring," she sald.

Supermarkets eating up food trade

Israel's supetmarkets are grow- 
ing faster than her grocers’ shops, 
according to Natanel Liram, head 
of the Internal Trade and Services 
Division in the Ministry of Com- 
merce and Industry. ᾿ 

The markets now account for al- 
most one-third of the food trade, 
and will have close’ to half in an- 
other five years, he says. This 15 
happening despite Government loans 
channelled largely to small shop- 
keepera. 

The Productivity Institute has 
drawn up ἃ study for the Ministry 
of the five largest chains: the Gov- 
ernment’s Shekem, the Consumer 


Co-ops (only covering those of its 
units with more than 200 sq.m. 
floor-space}, 


Supersol, the Histad- 


rut's Hamashbir Lazorchan, and the 
‘Shaiom Stores. This showed that 
the group, which In 1972 accounted 
for only half a per cent of the 
country’s food shops (133 out of 
31,000), had six per cent of the 
trade’s employees and did 15 per 
cent of the country's retail food 
business. 

Over 1972-75 the five concerns 
are Investing IL170m. in opening 
33 new supermarkets or depart- 
ments stores, which will raise thelr 
combined turnover from IL680m. to 
8 predicted 1I11,000m. They will 
need over 1,900 more workers: Each 
shop will be larger (1,878 square 
metres on the average, ag against 
789 square metres in 1972), and 
will employ 53 workers instead of 
33. 

A striking fact revealed in the 
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study is that the supermarkets are 
neglecting the northern part of the 
country. This area (including Hai- 
fa) comprises 31 per cent of Israel's 
population, yet has barely a quar- 
ter of the shops, 15 per cent of 
the shop area (indicating that the 
individual stores are small), and 
19 per cent of the turnover. 

Specially favoured in 1972-75 
Plans are Jerusalem and the South, 
which already have a proper share 
of the chains’ shop space and turn- 
over. Though the area accounts for 
22 per cent of the population, they 
are getting 36 per cent of the new 
supermarkets to be built during 
1972-75. These will employ 36 per 
cent of the additional labour and 
supply one-third of the additional 
turnover. 

The report points out that this 
favoured district will require 40 per 
cent of the investment in buildings, 
because construction costs are high- 
er there than in other parts of the 
country. as 

The report explains that popula- 
tion in the neglected North tends 
to be ‘scattered in small towns and 
settlements, a situation which does 
mot encourage the creation of de- 
partment stores. But it does not 
say why so much is currently being 
built in Jerusalem and the South — 
though the growth of the capital, 
Jerusalem, may be a factor. In 1972 
there were 27 big stores in Tel 
Aviv (49 in the Greater Tel Aviv 
area), 17 in Haifa, and only 11 in 
Jerusalem. 

Mr. Liram commented to TheJe- 
tusalem Post yesterday: ‘We lent 
TL18m. to the small shops last year, 
and are studying whether to extend 
this financing aid to the big chains 
as well — since the whole trade 
(dlg firms and small) is under- 
capitalised. 

“But-we would make this con- 
ditional on improved standards: 
quality control, better service, air- 
conditioning, fair prices - and on 
standard prices in all the company’s 
shops,” The only one of the “Big 
Five” retail-irading concerns to 
have systematic quality control so 
far is Hamashbir Lazorchan, ac-. 
cording to Mr. Liram.

Social psychologist : 
‘Hero complex root 
of work accidents’

TEL AVIV. — A malin cause of 
work accidents that injured 110,000 
Israelis last year was the refusal 
of young workers to take the ne- 
cessary precautions for fear of be- 
ing thought unmanly. 

This opinion was offered yeater- 
day by Hebrew University social 
psychologist Minna Zemah at the 
opening of ‘srael’s first national 
convention on Work Safety and Hy- 
geine. 

The 1,300 safety officers assembl- 
ed at the Hilton Hotel here for 
two days of discussions heard Na- 
tional Labour Inspector Yedidia 
Aharonson give some details of last 
year's (1972) work accident toll, 
which included 190 deaths. They 
represented 77 out of every 1,000 
workers, he said. This was an im- 
provement over jthe 1963 figure of 
107 per 1,000 hurt at work, but not 
as good as the 1969 mark of 72 out 
of every 1,000. .

Flying Finn’ 
dies at 76 


HELSINKT (AP). — Paavo Nur- 
mi, the famous track athlete and 
Olympic winner of the 1920s and 
1930s died yesterday morning in 
his home in Helsinki. Nurmi, ‘call- 
ed “the Finn,” had suffer- 
ed several heart attacks in recent 
years. He was 76. 

Nurmi was a controversial track 
hero: at distances between 1,500 
métefs and the marathon. Hé ‘had 
held a total of 28 world records

In Eilat, a backlog deve'oped as a 
result of last month's labour troub- 
lea. The Zim spokesman told The 
Post that the 14 ships waiting there 
represent “almost all the ships we 
operate out of Milat to Africa and 
the Far Hast." Exporters have been 
unable to meet their delivery sche- 
dules, and imported raw materials 
needed for production are also held 
up, causing losses and inconvenience 
to manufacturers, some of whom 
stand to lose their African clients 
for failure to deliver. 


A major supplier of tuna to Is- 
rael, Japan's τὸ Trading Corp., is 
to stop shipping through Bilat due 
to the delays, Itim reports. Some 
250 tons of the firm's tuna hasbeen 
held up aboard a refrigerator ship 
docked at Eilat since September 18. 

The firm's Israel representative 
said the shipment is enough to keep 
Israel's canneries working for three 
months. The delay is costing the 
canneries 114,000 a day, he added. 

Avother victim is Zim’s “Overland 
Bridge” for the transport of goods 
between Europe and East Africa 
through Eilat and Ashdod harbours, 
as an alternative to the Suez Canal. 
Due to the clogging, the : “bridge” 
is now almost as tightly closed as 
the Canal itself. There is a danger 
that clients may be lost, as the 
only advantage the bridge offers the 
customers is time saved, and this 
hes now been eliminated. 

The Ports Authority spokesman 
told The Post that the manegement 
was “doing all it can” to overcome 
the backlog in as snort a time 88 
possible. Zim, which is losing thou- 
sands of dollars a day, has de- 
manded that the Ports Congestion 
‘Board reconvene immediately to 
consider Its demand for a conges- 
tion surcharge on Eilat, The Board 
last week put off the claim, follow- 
ing the end of the port workers‘ 
strike, and decided to reconvene on 
October 14. “As the backlog {s not 
getting appreciably smaller, we are 
now inalsting on an immediate re- 
consideration of our demand,” the 
Zim spokesman said. 


Unlicensed road

The chairman of the Eastern 
Galilee Town-Planning Commission 
has issued an administrative injunc- 
tion ordering the Public Works 
Depertment to stop unauthorized 
work on a road near Nazareth. 

The Interior Ministry spokesman 
said Monday the chairman, Yeho- 
shua Kahana, issued the order after 
the Department began paving a 
road in ithe Dabburiya-Arab al- 
Shibli area without requesting a 
permit from the Commission. The 
Spokesman added that this is not 
the first time such injunction has 
been issued against a public body 
transgressing planning and construc- 
tion laws. 
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Negotiations on 
sale of chicks 
to Japan 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
THL AVIV. — The Poultry Breed- 
ers Union is negotiating with a 
large Japanese agricultural coope- 
rative for the sale of several hun- 
dred thousand dollars worth of day- 
old chicks. 

Mr. Mickey Yadlin, director of 
the PBU, told The Post this would 
become the second category of ag- 
ricultural export to Japan: last sea- 
son the Citrus Marketing Board 
started exporting grapefruit to that 
country. 

The PBU is negotiating with Zen- 
koren, the national purchasing fede- 
ration of agricultural cooperative 
associations in Japan. 

An experimental shipment of day- 
cld chicks was sent to the Japanese 
cooperative four months ago. “After 
10 weeks they reached a weight of 
2.418 kilograms, considered very 
good by international standards. By 
Japanese standards it was consider- 
ed extremely good, 200 grams heavi- 
er than the average weight of 5 
ten-week-old chicken grown in Ja- 
pan.” 

Mr. Yadlin also told The Post 
that his union is exporting day-old 
chicks, turkeys and eggs for breed- 
ing to Persia and India. 


U.N. sets up new 
anti-pollution 
body in Nairobi 


NAIROBI (Reuter). — President 
Jomo Kenyatta yesterday launched 
a new U.N. “earthwatch” anti-pol- 
lution secretariat with a plea for 
the preservation of the world. 

The newly formed secretariat for 
the U.N. Environment Programme 
(UNEP) will try to concert a plo- 
bal strategy to harmonize the de- 
mands ‘of industrial development 
with the need to keep the world a 
fit place to live. 

Its offices, in a new  28-storey 
building here, were formaily inau- 
gurated by President Kenyatta, who 
said: “We have but one world and 
that we must preserve... our efforts 
must be on a global scale.” 

The executive director of the 
“earthwatch” secretariat is Mr. 
Maurice Strong, a 44-year-old Ca- 
radian.
